Federal Reserve 
Will Clear Checks 
For Member Banks 


a 


Will Clear Checks at Nom- 
inal Cost on Out-of-Town 
Member Bank Points. 


A feature originally contemplated by 
the Federal Reserve act, that of clear- 
ing checks on out-of-town banking 
points in which are located member 
banks, is being inaugurated through- 
out the country today. While the sys- 
tem will not, as is generally believed, 
eliminate exchange charges, it is cer- 
tain that such. charges will be largely 
reduced from the first, in the case of 
checks drawn on member bank points, 
and the officials of the Federal Reserve 
banks confidently believe that the 
number of banks at non-member points 
co-operating with the clearing depart- 
ment of the federal system will rapid- 
ly increase. 

So huge is the undertaking, the Fed- 
eral Reserve bank of Atlanta finds it 
necessary to double its clerical force 
and to lease a large suite of offices in 
the Hurt building adjoining the gal- 
lery overlooking the banking room. 
The force now numbers upwards of 
50, and it is believed that the force 
will number upwards of 100 before the 
end of the year. 

After careful consideration, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of Atlanta has de- 
cided to make a service charge of 1% 
cents for each item handled, which 
it is frgured will cover the expense for 
postage and clerical work, and the pro- 
ceeds arising from the items collected 
will be credited to and thus available 
to the depositing banks from one to 
eight days after receipt, according to 
the location of the drawee banking 
point. 

Cenfers With LU. 8S, Authorities. 

Banks generally throughout the 
country have indicated that they shall 
give their depositors any benefit which 
May accrue through the federal clear- 
ing system, and committee represent-

Mails Letter to Members. 

The following circular letter was 
issued by Governor McCord on yester- 
day to the member banks of the Sixth 
Federal Reserve district: 

“Quite a number @¢f inquiries have been 
received by us from our member banks 
relative to the cost of handling, through 
federal banks for collection, checks 
deposited with them by their customers. 

“In answer to these inquiries, we desire 
to say that it should be remembered that 
there is a certain amount of expense inci- 
dent to the handling of any and all busi- 
ness, whether it be banking, merchandising 
or manufacturing. The object sought in 
the federal reserve act, in providing for par 
clearing. is to reduce the expense of col- 
lecting checks to as near the minimum as 
possible. 

“Member bank depositors should not ex- 
pect their banks to receive from them, for 
credit and subject to their 
check, items that will require several days 
to collect, and the cost of which collec- 
tion will have to be borne by the member 
banks. The overhead charge for collecting 
checks through the federal reserve banks 
has been reduced to actual cost, but it 
would scarcely be fair for the member bank 
depositor to expect his bank to assume 
that expense and lose the use of the money 
represented by the amount of the checks 
deposited, while they are in the process of 
collection, all without compensation. A 
reasonable charge for the service render- 
ed to the customer in such cases may be 
made by the member bank. 

“Section 16 of the federal reserve act 
provides that a reasonable charge may be 
made by member banks to cover the ex- 
pense of collecting and, also, the loss of 
interest on deferred payment of checks to 
such of their customers as use their bal- 
ances for immediate credit and which bal- 
ances may be exhausted by the immediate 
payment of their checks. 

“This letter is written to all member 
banks of this district in order that the pub- 
lic may be informed that thereis some ex- 
pense attendant upon the collection of 
checks, the same as upon the transporta- 
tion of merchandise or other commodities, 
and the reasonable expense thus incurred 
should be borne by those who avail them- 
selyv of the immediate credits given them 
by their bankers.’’

WANT BOOKS AUDITED. 

It was stated last night upon 
authority of one of the men whose 
connection with the Anti-Saloon 
league has recently een severed 
that an effort is on foot to have Dr.

P. C. Miller, a detective, yesterday 


released for publication an affidavit in 
which he declared he had just left the 
employ of Dr. G. W. EBichelberger, su- 
perintendent of the Anti-Saloon league, 
when he found that instead of being em- 
ployed to ferret out “blind tiger’ cases, 
as he had thought, he was employed 
“to obtain, by fair means or foul, evi- 
dence of some sort which would reflect 
upon the character of Thomas B. Feld- 
er,’ former attorney of the league and 
now attorney for the law enforcement 
committee, also late of the league. 
Mr. Miller makes it clear that he 
was willing to and did dig up a num- 
ber of “blind tiger’ cases, but that 
when he found out that he was wanted 
to besmirch the name of Mr. Felder, 


this was too much. 

He declares “during his career in this 
(the detective) business, he has never 
entered into a conspiracy to frame-up 
upon any man, much less a high-toned, 
honorable attorney, who has a record for 
doing things, and when he became con- 
vinced that the effort being made had 
for its sole purpose the stigmatizing of 
Mr. Felder, he washed his hands of the 
transaction; quit the service of Dr. 
Eichelberger, and, going to Mr. Felder, 
unbosomed the whole plot. 

Mr. Miller, in his affidavit which 
was made before Notary Public J. C. 
Pearce, July 14, states that E. O. Miles, 
superintendent of the National Bureau 
of Investigation Detective service, with 
offices at 314 Healey building, was 
also employed by gr. Eichelberger, and 
that Dr. Bichelberger and Detective 
Miles were in constant conference, their 
joint purpose being to obtain evidence 
against Mr. Felder. 


RESULTS NOT 
FORTHCOMING. 


Mr. Miller declares that when he, was 
first employed by Dr. Hichelbergér he 
was under the impression that evidence 
against “blind tigers’ was what was 
really wanted and that, pursuing this 
theory, hejlocated about half a dozen 
whisky cases, one of which involved 
$12,000 worth of liquor, and that he 
made a carefui diagram of the premises 
and, after reporting to Dr. Eichelberger 
and Detective Miles, awaited results. 
Fhese results, he says, were not forth- 
coming,,but on the contrary, only one 
arrest was ever made in any of the 
“blind tiger’ cases which he worked 
up, and that arrest was in an insignifi- 
cant case. 

Mr. Miller states that shortly after 
this “he caught.on to the fact that 
neither of them (Dr. Kichelberger and 
Detective Miles) were interested par- 
ticularly in obtaining information so 
as to punish the violators of the law, 
but tha@it was being obtained for soine 
other purpose.” 

This “other purpose,” Miller says, 
he began to realize was to obtain evi- 
dence which would reflect upon the 
character of Mr. Felder, and that he 
“was directed to use his every effort 
to accomplish this end.” 

Miller says that after he had failed 
to find any trace of personal. or pro- 
fessional dereliction against Mr. Fe]- 
der, Dr. Eichelberger and Detective 
Miles seemed to “center their efforts 
upon obtaining evidence of the fact 
that on some occasion, the date not 
being definitely fixed, Mr. T. B. Felder 
had drunk liquor in one of the locker 
clubs of the city, towit: The Transpor- 


tation club.”

GIVEN INFOR TAXES 


Sensational Disclosure Is 
Made in Report Upon Ad- 
ministration of Law Made 
by Secretary Cook. 


$3,906,829 EXPENDED 
UPON ROADS OF STATE 


Secretary Cook Recom- 
mends That It Be Made 
Felony to Steal Motor Ve- 


hicle in Georgia. 


——— 


For the purpose of acquainting the 
general assembly with certain infor- 
mation concerning the administration 
of the state automobile license tax 
law, which the recommended state 
highway commission bill would take 
out of the hands of the secretary of 
state and place in the hands of the 
proposed commission, Secretary of 
State Phil Cook has just issued a spe- 
cial report upon the administration of 
this law. 

The data gathered by Secretary Cook 
and compiled in this report makes, 
among others the startling disclosure 
of not less than $7,599,500 of taxable 
values which are not now upon the tax 
digests. This property consists of 15,- 
199 automobiles and motorcycles for 
which 1916 license tags have been pur- 
chased, but which have not been turn- 
ed in for txation in the respective 
counties in which they are owned, 

Only Half Are Taxed. 

In order that he might nave the most 
complete information possible as to 
the number of motor vehicles owned in 
Georgia, Secretary Cook wrote to each 
county and got a list of automobiles 
upon the tax digests. The result of 
this inquiry showed that there were 
only 16,808 cars returned for taxation 
in Georgia, while the registration of 
automobiles under the license tax law 
at the time the report from the coun- 
ties was compiled showed a total of 
32,007 vehicles. In other words, only 
about one-half the automobiles of the 
state have been returned for taxation 
unless they have been turnéd in lately. 

The valuation of these vehicles is 
Perrived at by placing an average value 
of $500 upon each machine, which. is 
regarded as a low valuation. 

In ordef, howéver, that there may 
be an €€nd to tax-dodging by automo- 
bile owners, Secretary Cook has sent 
to each county a list. of the owners of 
machines which have been registered 
with the automobile license tag de- 
partment, but which had not been re- 
turned for taxation according to the 
information in possession of the secre- 
tary of state. 

One of the remarkable features of 
the report is the showing that Georgia 
in 1915 expended the sum of $3,906,- 
829.78 upon public roads, and this does 
include the value of the convict labor 
which has been used in the construc- 


tion of roads. 
Recommends Amendment, 
The report of Secretary Cook rec- 
ommends an amendment to the auto- 
mobile license tax actin the follow- 


ing paragraph: 

‘Much confusion has arisen from the in- 
discriminate use of ‘Dealers’ "’ 
I suggest that section 6 of the act be amend- 
ed by adding to same the following: 


the provisions of this section shall 
construed to apply to an automobile or motor 
vehicle used by a manufacturer or dealer 
for his private use or for hire."’ This is the 
law of other states. I further suggest that 
it be made a félony to steal a motor ve- 
hicle. 

Other pertinent portions of the report are 
as follows: 

To the Honorable Members of the General 
Assembly: As there is now pending before 
your honorable body a bill making certain 
changes in the act regulating the operation 
of automobiles in this state, especially in 
regard to administration of the law and the 
disbursement of the fund received under the 
same, I thought it might interest you 
have a statement of the result of the opera- 
tion of the law for the first six months.

Are Nearly Drowned 
-_InEast Lake Waters 


Judge Ben Hill Plays Role 
of Hero—Jurist Is Aided 
in Rescue Work by H. M. 
Ashe and Robert Scott, 
Club Life-Saver. 


Three girl bathers who nearly lost 
their lives in the waters of East Lake 
and hundreds of friends of Judge Ben 
Hill, of the criminal division of Fulton's 
superior court, were showering praises 
on the well-known jurist yesterday, be- 
cause of the heroie part he played late 
Thursday afternoon in the rescue from 
drowning of Misses Carrie Bent Rich- 
ards, age 13; Louise Brown, age 14, of 
Decatur, Ga., and Marion Goldsmith, 
age 12, of Kast Lake. 

H. M. Ashe, an Atlanta real estate 
dealer, and Robert Scott, the East Lake 
Country club life saver, also took part 
in the rescue. 

Scores of society women were 
swimming at the time, but Judge Hill, 
Mr. Ashe and the life saver were prac- 
tically the only men present when the 
cries for help came from the girls. 
Judge Hill to Rescue. 

Hill, who is fond of water 
had just donned his bathing 
suit, and was entering the water at 
the boathouse, when he heard Misses 
Brown and Richards cry to little Miss 
Goldsmith to come to their rescue, The 
two girls, who could swim only a lit- 
tle, had floated out over their heads 
and had become panicky when discover- 
ing that they could not touch bottom 
with their feet. 

Miss Goldsmith, who did not know 
either of the other two girls, quickly 
swam to their rescue, and grabbed hold 
of the sinking swimmers. She was 
pulled under water several times by the 
two girls, who by this time had be- 
come unconscious. She is the daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Paul Goldsmith, of 
East Lake. 

By this time the cries of the three 
girls had brought to their aid the life- 
saver, Robert Seott, and Judge Hill. H. 
M. Ashe, who had also heard the cries 
of the drowning girls, plunged into 
the water regardless of the ruin of his 
palm beach suit. The three men towed 
the little girls to the bank, where Judge 
Hill, the life-saver, Mr. Ashe and others 
worked with the girls until the two un- 
conscious ones regained their senses. 

With Swimming Party. 

Misses Brown and Richards had come 
to East Lake with a swimming party 
composed of several ladies from Deca- 
tur. They are the daughters of W. E. 
Richards, assistant division manager of 
the Virginia-Carolina Chemical com- 
pany, and H. I.‘ Brown, a traveling 
salesman. Miss Goldsmith is the daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Paul Goldsmith, of 
East Lake. 

“I'm sorry we nearly drowned Ma- 
rion,” said little Miss Richards last 
night, “but, of course, Louise and I 
didn’t Know what we were doing. All 
I remember is seeing the life-saver and 
Judge Hill coming toward us, and then

142 SOULS ON BOARD 
TAKE 10 THE BOATS 


Big U.S. Naval Collier, Dis- 
abled in Hurricane, Sinks 
Late Friday Afternoon Off 
Charleston Lightship. 


ALL VESSELS ARE ASKED 
TO WATCH FOR BOATS 


Sea Running High When 
the Collier Went Down and 


It May Be That There Has, 


Been ‘Heavy Loss of Life. 
Sixty Marines on Hector. 


Charleston, S. C., July 14.—Officials 
at the navy yard here late tonight an- 
nounced that the crew of the naval 
collier Hector, which was reported 
Runk off here, had been taken off in 
small boats. A wireless message, it 
was said, had been sent out asking all 
vessels to watch for the boats. 

The Hector carried 142 men, including 
60 marines en route from Port Royal, 
S. C., navy training station to Santo 
Domingo. She was disabled in 
day’s hurricane and was making efforts 
today to return to port here. 

Reports had it that the collier which 
displaced 11,200 tons, either had sunk 
in shallow water or had been beached, 


and at the navy station here it was 
said she had gone aground and was 
breaking in two. The following an- 
nouncement was from the navy yard 
by Commandant Prvyan: 

“Last news from Hector she was 
aground and breaking in two, location 
not accurately known. Men in boats. 
All stations and vessels along coast 
asked to look for them.” 

As the collier tried to return here 
today she was convoyed by the steamer 
Alamo, which was believed to be in 
her vicinity tonight. The government 
buoy tender Cypress also was.said té 
be nearby, seeking to aid. The navy 
yard officials did not say where they 
got their information from. and de- 
clined to elaborate upon it. 

The Hector’s exact location was not 
known it was said, but other reports 
had her about nine miles off Charles- 
ton lightship. 

From the steamer Arapahoe, which 
arrived here today, came the report 
that the torpedo boat destroyer No. 25 
was being towed in by a tug. It was 
not known what damage had been done 
to the destroyer. 


HECTOR WENT DOWN 
IN SHALLOW WATER. 


Washington, July 14.—The naval 
collier Hector went down in shallow 
water near Charleston, S. C., late to- 
da and v breaking up, according to 
pre ee ceived by the navy de- 
partment tonight from Charleston. 
The message added that the collier 
was lowering her small boats, but did 
not say whether or not the 142 per- 
sons aboard had reached rescue ships 
in safety. The message was filed at 
Charleston at 4 o'clock this afternoon. 

The Hector was commanded by Cap- 
tain Joseph Newell, and besides a 
crew of seventy men and twelve of- 
ficers, carried sixty marines who had 
taken on at .the Port Royal, S. C., 
naval training station, and who were 
to join commands in Santo Domingo. 
The collier was struck by the hurri- 
cane of last night, and attempted to 
make Charleston, but was so badly 
damaged that she sank near. the 
Charleston lightship. 

Up to late tonight all efforts of 
the navy wiretess to ascertain whether 
there had been loss of life in the sink- 
ing of the Hector had been unavailing. 
A series of calls for help from the 
collier, stopping: abruptly at 4 . -M., 
gave rise to grave fears for the safety 
of those aboard, but officials  be- 
lieved there still was a possibility 
that they had escaped. 

First Call From Hector. 


The first word came from the Hec- 
tor at 2:05 a. m. It gave her position 
as 14 miles south of Charleston and 
said she had a estarboard list of ten 
degrees. Twenty minutes later she 
sent out an S. O. S. call, and added 
to the distress cipher: “Believe we 
are sinking.” 

At 2:25 p. m. the S. O. S. call again 
was picked up and the Hectors’ mas- 
ter said his ship was ina geal cag 
dition.

Hope was expressed, 
however, that if those aboard were not 
able to get to the Alamo they at least 
might have succeeded in keeping afloat 
to be picked up later or to make their 
way ,ashore unaided.

ON FRENCH FRONT. 


Paris, July 14.—The bombardment 
along the Belgian front hag reached a 
point of the greatest intensity, accord- 
ing to the official statement issued by 
the French war office tonight. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“The day was relatively calm on the 
whole French front. 

“In reprisal for the bombardment by 
the enemy of the open town of Lune- 
ville on the night of June 24 one of 
our aviators, flying at an altitude of 
ubout 1,500 feet, dropped several shells 
of large caliber on the town of Mulheim, 
on the right bank of the River Rhine.” 

Belgian communication: Artillery 
duels continue at different points on 
the front, particularly in the region of 
Steenstraete. At this point the strug- 
gle reached a point of the greatest in- 
tensity during the afternoon.” 

The French communication issued in 
the afternoon says: 

‘North of the Aisne, in the region 
south of Ville-Au-Bois andon the Vau- 
clare plateau two attempts by the Ger- 
mans to make attacks were arrested 
promptly by the fire of our machine 
guns. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
(Verdun front) the artillery fighting 
was very active in the Souville sector. 
Patrol engagements occurred in Che- 
nois wood, 

“On the remainder of the front there 
were no important events.”

Over Results of the Drive. 
News of Victory Is Tele- 
phoned All Along British 
Front. 


British Front in. France, July 14.— 
(Via London.)—Even the phlegmatic 
British generals and staff officers are 
showing elation over the results this 
morning of the night attack against 
the German second line, although care- 


_. ful to state that the great task against 


a powerful foe is only barely started. 
Soon after daylight the joyful news 
of the British success slipped into a 
telephone message over the area oc- 
cupied by the British army. 

As a spectacle to an eyewitness this 
action of the second big stage of the 
battle of the Somme surpassed that of 
July 1. Taking needed ground for or- 
ganizing new trenches and throwing 
out small parties, who dug themselves 
in, the army has been gradually gain- 
ing # position from Ovillers, La Bois- 
elle and Montauban, a distance of four 
miles, from which to deliver a blow.

Washington, July 14.—Senate demo- 
crats will caucus tomorrow night on 
the legislative program for the re- 
mainder of the session. Some of them 
are making urgent appeals for con- 
sideration of special measures not in- 
cluded in the program drawn up by 
leaders, and democratic and re- 
publican conferees have been unable 
to agree on what measures should be 
disposed of before adjournment. 

Early this week democratic and re- 
publican senators agreed to a pro- 
gram including the appropriation, rev- 
enue, shipping and corrupt practices 
bills. There was no agreement, how- 
ever, on the child labor, workmen’s 
compensation and immigration meas- 
ures and their champions now are in- 
sistin that they should not be de- 
ferred. Other demands, including 
Senator Hoke Smith, are pressing for 
action on the vocational 
bill, the suffrage amendment and oth- 
er measures. 

Senator Gallinger, the republican 
leader, told the senate today that ad- 
journment was entirely within the 
hands of the democrats, and that the 
republicans would good naturedly co- 
operate in completing the program, and 
would resort to no obstructive tactics. 

Democratic leaders’ realize that 
final passage of the naval and army 
appropriation bills and the revenue 
and shipping measures alone will re- 
quire four or five weeks, and that if 
many other measures are to be taken 
up the idea of an adjournment by 
September 1 must be abandoned. 

The house is expected to complete 
the legislative program suggested by 
President Wilson by passage tomor- 
row of the Rucker corrupt practices 
bill.

Washington, July 14.—The federal 
government today canvassed its re- 
sources for combatting the invasion of 
north Atlantic coast waters by sharks.

The bureau of fisheries issued a state- 
ment advising widespread fishing for 
Sharks and warning bathers to keep in 
Shallow water, but admitting inability 
to advance a certainly effective means 
of preventing further attacks. ‘he 
statement asserted, however, that there 
was no reason for panic among seaside 
bathers. 

The first effort of the coast guard 
service will be to ascertain whether a 
few individuals or several schools of 
the sea monsters are in northern wa- 
ters. A cutter will fish for the sharks 
if their number is not great, with the 
aid of life-saving corps. Scientists here 
are mystified at the presence of the big 
man-hunting fishin such northern lati- 
tudes. They believe the recent trage- 
dies have been caused by a few pred- 
atory sharks, and doubt their presence 
in considerable numbers in the sum- 
mer resort districts. Scientific circles 
were much interested tonight in a re- 
port that the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History of New York might send 
expert scientists to investigate along 
the New Jersey shore. 

Dr. Barton A. Bean, head curator of 
the fish division of the Smithsonian in- 
stitution, said tonight that he thovrfght 
possible the attacks upon bathers 
may have been by sand sharks, which 
are extremely aggressive, attain large 
size and _ inhabit northern waters.

With Georgia institutions crying for the 
succor the state cannot give them because 
of a depleted treasury, with the legislature 
still inclined to appropriate above and be- 
yond state income, it is impossible to con- 
ceive of seriousness in a proposal that 
would cut a round half million off Georgia’s 
revenue, at a single whack of the knife. 

But that is just exactly what tax equaili- 
zation repeal would do. It is sufficiently 
difficult, even with the law, to get fair re- 
turns in many cases; but take it away and 
“we fall back into the old rut wherein callous 
consciences hide everything capable of be- 
ing concealed from the taxing officers. 

If this tax equalization law had not been 
enacted four years ago Georgia, if not bank- 
rupt, would have been upon the verge of 
bankruptcy -today, and those misguided few 
who are proposing the sale of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad might have had some 
foundation to stand upon. 

Fortunately, that calamity has been 
averted, nor is it conceivable that there is 
any possibility of a return of the danger. 

When this question comes to final issue 
assuredly legislative good sense and reason 
will preponderate, and we shall hear no 
more of that madness which would start the 
state on the road to financial embarrassment 
more serious than any it has yet had to 
contend with.

LESSON OF THE AUDIT. 

There is one and just one lesson the 
legislature can and should draw from the re- 
cent audit of the various state departments 
authorized by itself, and that is this: 

While Georgia has not lost a single penny 
through any department, it is sadly lacking 
in efficient financial system for which the 
legislature itself is responsible. 

The auditor’s report as just completed 
shows that Georgia has not lost a single 
penny in any one of its many departments 
and institutions through and for which its 
funds are expended. Every cent in every 
department has been accounted for—a mar: 
velous showing for any state in the absence 
of system in the conduct of its business. 

The only thing wrong anywhere that leg- 
islature or legislative committee will be able 
to find is the absence of financial co-ordina- 
tion—an absence for which nobody is re- 
sponsible but the state of Georgia itself. 

The state has carelessly permitted a 
condition to exist against which from time 
immemorial there has been continued and 
universal protest. Specific emphasis was 
laid upon the importance of business system 
in the conduct of state affairs by the Joe 
Hill Hall investigating committee several 
years ago; and yet the legislature at that 
time ignored the warning and since then has 
continued to do nothing. 

It is a well-known fact that the heads of 
one or more of the state departments went 
before the Hall committee and urged it to 
provide an efficient accounting system, un- 
der which each and all might operate. The 
committee reported, and the legislature con- 


tinued to do nothing. 


There is scarcely a state in the union 
today, Georgia excepted, that has not intro- 
duced efficient financial into the 
conduct of its business.

In fact, it might be copied from one of our 
neighboring states with ease and profit. 

The real truth of the matter, therefore, is 
that in the auditor’s report just made there 
is absolutely nothing for the legislature to 
investigate except its own failure to act long 
ago and to provide an efficient business sys- 
tem. There is no money gone anywhere, 
and the worst the auditor could say was that 
there was danger of loss through lack of 
system. 

The present duty of the _ legislature, 
therefore, and its only duty in this connec- 
tion, is to remedy the error of its predeces- 
sors and provide for the inauguration and 
establishment, for the state and each of its 
departments and institutions, of a modern 
business system. 

When it does that it will have done all 
it could be called upon or expected to do in 
response to the disclosures made in the 
audit just concluded.

Three Reports Expected 
From the Investigators 
Of the Atlanta Garage 


The special garage investigating commit- 
tee of council closed its business at a lengthy 
meeting yesterday behind locked doors. It 
is understood there will be at least two re- 
ports and perhaps three. Councilman George 
Freeman, a member, refused to attend the 
meeting. He is known to favor a report call- 
ing for the discharge of Mulholland, the pres- 
ent city garage manager, for his conduct 


in office. 

It is said that the report agreed on Friday 
will be signed by Woodall, Owens and Lan- 
ders. Alderman Kelley is reported to have 
made the assertion that he would send in a 
report of his own. If he follows out his pres- 
ent plan there may be three reports, one from 
George Freeman, one from Kelley and one 
from the remaining three members of the 
committee. 

It was said after the meeting that the re- 
port to be sent in from Woodall, Landers 
and Owens will embody several interesting 
features. 

It will recommend that Mulholland has 
been found guilty of using profane language 
in connection with city officials and that he 
be severely censured for such conduct. It 
will also recommend that council adopt a 
rule prohibiting the use of such language by 
all employees of the garage. 

The report will declare, it is said, that 
Mulholland is guilty of having had his car 
repaired at the city’s expense and at the city 
garage. 

It is understood that the report will rec- 
ommend that the method now used for the 
employment of a garage manager should be 
changed. It is probable that the committee 
will recommend that a garage committee 
romposed of council members be appointed by 
the mayor at the beginning of each year and 
that this committee be authorized to nomi- 
nate a man for the office of manager, such 
nominee to be afterwards elected by general 
council. -He is to serve for a period of one 
year. 

This is saia to be one feature ofsthe re- 
iport that does not meet with the  nproval 
of Alderman Kelley, who is against the ap- 
pointment of any more council committees. 

The committee will probably recommend 
that a garage manager be elected in June, 
1917, for the first term of one year. In the 
meantime the investigating committee is 
willing that J. J. Mulholland keep his posi- 
tion. 

It is also said that the report will give the 
garage manager the authority to appoint all 
help around the garage. 

It is further stated that the report wil) 
call attention to the use of the city machines 
for “joy riding’ at night and will recommend 
that this practice be stopped and the autos 
of the city used only for city business. 

It is further reported that the, appro- 
priation calls for the erection of a building 
for a garage by the city in case one cannot 
be found that is available. This building 
will be erected on some property now owned 
by the city, it is stated.

~ BILL TO REGULATE 
MARRIAGE FAVORED 


Prominent Ministers Ap-| 
pear Before Committee to 
Urge That Changes Be 
Made in Order to Lessen 
Divorces. 


The bill regulating marriages which 
was introduced in the house by Repre- 
sentatives Hutcheson, of Turner; Cul- 
pepper, of Meriwether, and Swift, of 
Muscogee, was favorably recommended 
Friday by the judiciary committee No 
2, with the request that there be aati 
ed copies of the bill, which is a long 
one, to be circulated among the mem- 


bers of the house. 

Many prominent clergymen and law- 
yers of Atlanta attended the meeting 
of the committee. Dr. Dunbar H. Og- 
den, who was spokesman for the 
delegation, said that in his interviews 
with fallen women during the vice 
crusade in Atlanta, which followed the 
closing of the “district,” most of them 
many of them mere girls, said that their 
situation was the result of early mar- 
riage and desertion following it. 

Will Correct Situation. 

He said that the marriage bill would 
in a large measure correct the situa- 
tion, and cited particularly the por- 
tions which provide that there shall 
be at least two competent witness, that 
five days must elapse between the ap- 
plication fur license and issuing it, 
except in emergencies, and that the 
application be published in the office 


of the ordinary. 

The requirement of a statement un- 
der oath regarding age, residence and 
other marriages of the contracting par- 
ties, the license form designated in 
the bill, and provisions for record and 
return of the certificate to the ordi- 
nary who issued the license, were also 
pointed to as valuable features. 

In addition to these, clauses are con- 
tained in the act which impose penal- 
ties ior performing marriages without 
a license, prohibiting common law 
marriages, making legitimate the chil- 
dren of ex-post rtacto marriages, and 
requiring the consent of parents or 
guardians of minors who are contract- 
ing parties. 

Bishop Nelson, of the Atlanta diocese, 
of the Episcopal church, made a point 
which the other speakers indorsed, that 
contracts, especially marriage con- 
tracts, vitally affect mot only the par- 
ties directly concerned, but the whole 
people. The requirement of publicity 
would provide a chance for ail people 
to speak, and would prevent pikret 
marriages. “This is a time of prepared- 
ness in the country,” he said, ‘and this 
bill will give all parties time to think 
it over and prepare.” 

Rey. Charles Jones, of Trinity Metho- 
dist church, said that the adage, ‘““Mar- 
ry in haste; repent at leisure’ was still 
true. 

Dr. Wilmer’s Position. 


“There is no question of interfer- 
ence of churca and state, here,’ said 
-Dr. C. B. Wilmer, of St. Luke’s Epis- 
copal church. “‘We only want it made 
possible for us to fill the duties laid 
on us as officers of the state. If the 
community has nothing to say, and 
Marriage is a private contract, then 
let's not have licenses, and let’s turn 
Over tiie dollar and a quarter for home 
expenses,’ 

Dr. L. O. Bricker, of the First Chris- 
tian church, said a new marriage law 
Was necessary to put Georgia in line 
with the progressive sentiment of the 
country. “Georgia has the poorest 
makeshift of marriage laws of any 
State,’ he said. “And in this law there 


is nothing in the way of any one who 
wants to get married.’ This was in 
response to a question asked by a 
member of the committee whether the 
new law would have a bad effect in 
a country where there is already a 
tendency to forego wedlock. 

Rabbi David Marx, who has occu- 
pied one pulpit in Atlanta twenty-one 
years, has found from his experience 
that the few laws Georgia now has on 
matrimony are worse than none. 

At the close of the speeches, Mr. 
Hutcheson, vice chairman of the com- 
mittee, thanked the visitors for the 
help they had given the committee, 
and all members of the committee ex- 
pressed their belief that such a bill 
as this is needed in the state. Mr. 
Hutcheson, who is one of the authors 
of the bill, believes that the cause of 
Sing age out divorees and of immoral- 

ty in society lies in laxity in mar- 
riage laws.

TAX NOW PROPOSED 
ON INTEREST PAPER 


House Committee Members 
Favor Measure of Repre- 
sentative Ayer in Order to 
Increase Revenue. 


The bill of Representative Ayer, of 
Bibb county, planning to add to the 
revenue of the state by imposing a tax 
of 256 cents per $100 principal value on 
all interest-bearing paper recorded in 
Georgia, and by some manner, if pos- 
sible, “reaching” the “invisible assets” 
of taxpayers, was heartily indorsed by 
members of the ways and means com- 
mittee of the house yesterday. 

The bill, after thorough discussion, 
was referred to a subcommittee with 
instructions that it be amended in cer- 
tain respects, so as to strengthen it 
if possible, and report back at a meet- 
ing of the entire ways and means com- 
mittee at 10:30 o'clock next Monday 
morning on the floor of the house. 

Tax of 25 Cents. 

Briefly, the Ayer bill provides that 
upon the recording of all mortgages, 
security deeds, trust deeds, to secure 
payment of debt, bonds for title, con- 
ditional sales, reservations of title, etc., 
a tax of cents upon each $100 of 
value represented in the principal of 
such instrument, shall be paid into the 
state treasury, and that such tax shall 
relieve the paper from all further tax- 
ation during its life. Also, it is pro- 
vided that no foreclosure can be had, 
nor suit for collection be made to 
lie upon any such evidence of debt upon 
which the tax shall not have been 
paid. 

In explaining ‘his bill Mr. Ayer. said 
that a similar law is being successfully 
enforced, both in Alabama and in New 
York, and that this bill contains the 
best features of both of those states’ 
laws. In New York, he said, it had 
been tested and sustained in the su- 
preme court, but it never has been ques- 
tioned in Alabama. 

Hie said, too, that he has figured the 
matter all out, and is convinced that 
it would bring into Georgia’s treasury 
considerably in excess of $1,000,000 a 
year.

New York, July 14.—Apprehensions 


of unfavorable weather caused rather a 
sharp advance in the cotton market ear- 
ly today, but after selling at 13.04, Oc- 
tober contracts eased off to 12.95 and 
closed at 12.97. The general list closed 
steady at a net advance of 5 to 7 points. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 6 to 10 points. Early weather 
advices reported little change in the 
location of the Caribbean storm, but it 
was increasing in intensity, while an- 
other storm of considerable violence 
was reported off the south Atlantic 
coast. This was said to be extending 
its influence over Georgia and the Car- 
olinas and apprehensions that it might 
cause heavy rains in eastern belt sec- 
tions seemed to inspire considerable 
covering. At any rate, active months 
sold about 10, to 13 points net higher 
before the end of the morning, with 
December advancing to 13.20 and Jan- 
uary to 13.20. 

Aside from covering, there did not 
appear to be a great deal of demand 
around the ring, however, and the mar- 
ket eased off during the early after- 
noon under realizing for over the week- 
end. The failure of the storm threat 
and the continued steadiness of south- 
ern spot markets to promote more gen- 
eral support seemed to be largely re- 
sponsible for reactionary sentiment, but 
after easing off to 13.12 for December 
and 13.17 for January prices held pret- 
ty steady in the late trading. 

Reports of an easier turn in ocean 
freight rates for prompt shipment may 
possibly have helped the early advance, 
as such an advance might stimulate 
the immediate demand from exportera, 
but the Liverpool market was relative- 
ly steady, and houses with Liverpool 
connections seemed to have compara- 
tively few orders around the local ring. 
New Orleans was a seller here on the 
early advance, but confusion over 
weather and crop conditions seemed to 
be checking general business. Accord- 
ing to a private crop report issued at 
midday, the average condition to July 
8 was 80.3 per cnt against 79.1 on June 
22, indicating an improvement of 1.2 
per cent for the period. Some such 
showing has been expected, however, 
and the figures had little immediate 
effect.

New Orleans Rises 5 to 7 Points. 

New Orleans, July 14.—A very steady 
tone prevailed during the morning ses- 
sion of the cotton market today and 
prices rose 13 points, but in the after- 
noon the improvement was not well 
maintained, prices sagged and the close 
was at a net rise of 5 to 7 points. it 
was a somewhat broader market than 
usual of late and a fairly large volume 
of business was transacted. 

Around the opening prices were 8 to 
9 points up on good cables, the bullish 
showing made by the census bureau fig- 
ures on American mill consumption for 
June, the continued wet weather in the 
eastern belt and fears that the hurri- 
cane in the West Indies would head 
for the cotton region. The highest 
levels were reached toward noon. 

In the afternoon the market hesitat- 
ed, although considerable buying was 
encouraged by the report of prospects 
of separate peace for Austria. The un- 
favorable features in reports from the 
maney market served to offset bullish 
influences, and for a while the market 
acted heavy, but closed with a steady 
tone.

DOMESTIC CONSUMPTION 
OF COTTON INCREASED 


Washington, July 14.—Cotton used 
during June was 570,466 bales, exclu- 
sive of linters, and for the eleven 
months ending with June, 5,906,039 
bales, the census bureau today an- 
nounced. Those figures compare with 
514,655 bales used in June last year 
and 6,100,516 bales in the eleven-month 
period. 

Cotton on hand June 30 in consum- 
ing establishments was 1,824,620 bales, 
compared with 1,623,526 Mast year, and 
in public storage and at compresses, 
1,529,636, compared with 2,085,612 last 
year. 

Cotton spindles active during June 
numbered 32,259,396, compared with 
$1,226,001 last year. 

Cotton exported during June was 
546,458 bales, compared with 323,140 
last year, and for the eleven months 
5,708,989, compared with 8,300,086 last 
year. 

Cotton imported amounted to 16,100 
bales, compared with 39,178 last year, 
and for the eleven months 430,325 
bales, compared with 346,619 last year. 

No statistics of linters was an- 
nounced. 


PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, 14.—(Special.)—The 
Watkins bureau of H. F. Bachman & Co. 
estimates the condition of the cotton crop 
on July 8 at 80.3 per cent of normal, com- 
pared with 79.1 two weeks ago, 77.5 last 
year, 79.7 in 1914 and the ten-year average 
of this bureau of $81. Last year’s crop de- 
teriorated 19 per cent between June 26 and 
July 8 and the total deterioration for the 
month was 5 per cent. This year the crop 
has improved 1.2 per cent durng first two 
weeks of the period, including 1 point in 
North Carolina, 1 in South Carolina, 3 in 
Texas, 2 in Arkansas, 4 in Tennessee, 2 in 
Missouri and 4 points in Oklahoma. As com- 
pared with this date last year the condl- 
tion of the crop is & points better in Vir- 
ginia, 3 in South Carolina, 4 in Georgia, 2 
in Mississippi, 2 in Texas, 7 in Arkansas, 1 
in Missouri and 17 points better in Okla- 
homa. Condition is poorer than last year in 
Alabama, Lousiana and North Carolina as 
compared with the record crop here of 1914, 
the crop east of the Mississippi river is 
generally poorer, but is decidedly better 
than 1914 west of the river, being 7 points 
better in Texas and Uklahoma and Ten- 
nessee and 9 points better in Arkansas. 
Prolonged droughth in southwest Texas 
has been broken and cotton is still being 
planted there. Using the government formu- 
la as a basis, the indicated crop on a con- 
dition of 80.3 on July & would indicate a 
crop of 16,469,000 bales, including linters. 
In view of the marked improvement in crop 
prospects over the largest producing section 
of the belt since our report of six weeks 
ago we canno tfeel justified In advising the 
purchase of cotton. The price is now about 


July 


,4 cents per pound higher than last year at 


this date and new crop futures are about 
as high as they have ever sold at this time 
of the year during the past thirty years. 
Unless the crop makes a decided turn for 
the worse in the near future or unless the 
world is soon to be blessed by a return to 
peace we think the market will decline.

he takings by southern mills jumped over 
20.000 bales in the one day and northern 
mills about 75,000. Today’s census figures, 
if correct, would call for a sharp increase 
in both crop and mill takings, but in all 
probability the end figures of 1916 will need 
less change than usuel, as extra effort has 
been made this year to avoid error. Ac- 
cepting the figures at their face it looks 
like we would go into the new crop with a 
visible supply of about 2,000,000 bales. On 
August 1, 1899, the visible was 2,250,000 
with December cotton selling at 6 cents in 
1905 the visible was about 1,900.000 and 
the price was 11 cents in 1914, the visible 
about 1,700,000 and the price 9%, cents, 
while last vear the figures were 3,100,000 
and the price 9% cents. What should De- 
cember cotton be worth today with a war in 
Europe limiting the manufacturing?

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any DEPRESSION 
IN STOCKS VANISH 


Specialties Reach New Low 
Ground in Morning Session, 
-But General List Records 
Substantial Gains by Mar- 
ket Close. 


New York, July 14.—Extreme, de- 
pression in the forenoon, when numer- 
ous specialties dropped to lowest prices 
of recent months of the year, and a 
sharp rebound in the afternoon when 
losses were largely replaced by sub- 
stantial gains, constituted the con- 


trasting features of today’s feverish 
market. In keeping with the move- 
ment of the eariy week, weakness Was 
most acute in the war issues, notably 
the equipments, industrials and mo- 
tors, together with coppers, United 
States Industrial Alcohol and Mexican 
Petroleum. 

- Losses in Crucible and Lackawanna 
Steels, American and Baldwin Loco- 
motives, New York Airbrake, Inspira- 
tion and Tennessee coppers and Alco- 
hol ranged from 2 to 4 points, but 
United States Steel at no time fell 
more than a fraction and was among 
tne first to recover. A widely assorted 
list of unclassified stocks, including 
the fertilizers, moved with the early 
current liquidation, their losses of 
1 to 2 points resulting more from the 
lack ot demand tnman actUal pressure. 

Canadian Pacific. Reading, Lehigh 
Valley and Norfolk and Western tur- 
nished the basis of forenoon pessim- 
ism with recessions of i to 14% points, 
but the free absorption of Reading in 
the final hour helped to turn the 
scales. 

Shipping stocks were moderately 
heavy on iight offerings, but came for- 
ward with rails later. Final prices 
recorded numerous net gains, the only 
notable exceptions being Tennessee 
Copper, Crucible and Baidwin. Short 
covering was a factor of no small im- 
portance toward the adjustment of 
quoted values. 

The only noteworthy feature of the 
foreign exchange markets was the 
slight hardening of rates on Berlin and 
Rome, with no appreciable alteration 
in sterling or francs. Forecasts indi- 
cate a large cash gain for the week by 
local banks, which last week suffered 
a drain of about $53,000,000. 

Persistent selling of Anglo-French

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PASSES SUBMARINE 


The Deutschland Declared 
Peaceful Merchant Craft in 
Advisory Report to the 
State Department. 


Washington, July 14.—An advisory 
report on the status of the German 
merchant submarine, Deutschland, sub- 
mitted to Acting Secretary Polk today 
by the government neutrality board is 
understood to hold that the vessel is 
a peagéful merchant craft and entitled 
to all privileges as such. 

Indications: now are that the state 
department will make no formal an- 
nouncement-concerning the submarine, 
but that the treasury department will 
be advised to permit her to clear and 
sail from Baltimore whenever her cap- 
tain desires to start on his return voy- 
age. 

Mr. Polk received the neutrality 
board's report just before he went to 
the white house to attend the cabinet 
meeting. He intimated that a formal 
ruling by the department would be 
necessary only in case the submarine 
had been found to be a warship, liable 
to be ordered trom American waters. 
The neutrality board gave its advice 
after considering the reports of navy 
and customs officers, who made a com- 
plete examination of the Deutschland, 
and concluded that she not only was 
unarmed, but could not be converted 
for war purposes without extensive 
changes.

Miller’s affidavit is as follows: 

“STATE OF GEORGIA, COUNTY OF 
FULTON.—Personally appeared before the 
undersigned, an officer authorized by law 
to administer oaths, P. C. Miller, who first 
being duty and legally’ sworn deposes and 
sayeth that he is a citizen and resident of 
the city of Atlanta, county and state afore- 
said: that he ts engaged in secret service 
work; that on Saturday, the 10th ‘day of 
June last, he became associated with the 
National Bureau of Investigation, and since 
that time has ben engaged in working with 
and for said institution.

“Deponent further says on oath that when 
he became associated with said concern, he 
understood that he should do any work that 
came to hand, but especially the work of 
locating blind tigers, bootleggers, etc., for 
the Anti-Saloon league, of which G. W. 
Eichelberger is superintendent. 

“Shortly after he began to work, he did 
in point of fact locate about half a dozen 
whisky cases. One of these was a blind 
tiger of large proportions. He discovered 
that the said blind tiger had on hand liquor 
to the value of twelve thousand dollars 
($12,000) cost price. He made a careful dia- 
gram of the premises, located the liquor, 
made a full report thereof to G. W. Bichel- 
berger. the superintendent of the league, and 
to E. O. Miles and awaited results. 

“Deponet says on oath that but one of 
the several places he reported was ever 
searched, and that was a very small, in- 
significant place. Just why the -others and 
larger concerns were not searched and ar- 
rests made is a matter for the judgment 
of the public.

Charleston, S. C., July 14.—With an 
assurance from official weather re- 
ports that the force of the gale which 
hit Charleston last night had been 
spent today. Charleston was able this 
afternoon to report comparatively light 
damage from the high winds and heavy 
rains. 

Chief interest lay in the extent of 
strom ravages on adjacent islands, oc- 
cupied by summer colonists. Confi- 
dence was felt here this afternoon that 
the reports at Sullivan’s Island and 
the Isle of Palms were not badly dam-

Ferry boats across the harbor, trol- 
Jey cars and electric service resumed 
operation this afternoon. The prin- 
cipal damage done in the city was to 
hundreds of trees leveled by the heavy 
winds of the early morning. Outside 
communication was established this aft- 
ernoon and trains made fair time in 
and out of the city. Only one death 
was repotted, a negro losing his life 
from contact with a live wire. 

Some anxiety was felt for the safety 
of Mayor T. T. Hyde and a party on 
a fishing trip, but it was rumored 
they had safely made the Isle of Palms. 
The Clyde liner Arapahoe arrived safe- 
ly this afternoon from Jacksonville. 

Five fires in the early morning were 
suecessfully handled by the depart- 
ment. Some 1,500 local telephones were 
disabled. Water front damage was 
comparatively light, loss of river boats 
being avoided by timely warning. 
Winds at 4:40 were moderate. 

At 7 o'clock tonight the wind was 
blowing from the south at the rate of 
thirty-six miles an hour, the 
being very much heavier. It is still 
raining, the fall at times being copious. 
Northwest storm signals have replaced 
the hurricane signals.

T0 ESCAPE FROM FIRE 


Summer Residence of Constan- 
tine, of Greece, Destroyed. 
Several Lives Lost. 


London, July 14.—The royal chateau 
at Tatoi, Greece, occupied as the sum- 
mer residence of King Constantine, has 

“ 
been destroyed by fire, says a Reuter 
dispatch from Athens. The king, Queen 
Sophie and members of the royal 
family, escaped and took refuge with 
Prince Nicholas at his home in Kep- 
hisia.- The fire started in the forest 
near the chateau and spread to that 
building and to the adjoining barracks 
of the rural police which _were de- 
stroyed. Several lives, including those 
of officers, were lost in the burning 
of the barracks. 


A wireless dispatch 
from Athens today describes the de- 
struction of the summer palace of 
King Constantine and the burning of 
the forest of Tatoi, in which the palace 
stood. The King, the dispatch says, 
escaped in an automobile from a dan- 
gxerous position where he was directing 
the forester endeavoring to extinguish 
the fire which had started in the 
woods. The motor in which the king 
approached the burning district had 
been surrounded by flames and he 
darted on foot through the danger Zone, 
reached another automobile and got 
away in safety. Many persons . were 
caught in the flames and perished, 
amgng them several army officers. The 
forest, which was the largest in Greece, 
was entirely burned over, the total 
loss exceeding forty million francs. 

It is suspected that the fire started 
from the carelessness of wandering 
vagabonds in throwing cigarette stubs 
into dry brushwood. 

The pavilion of Queen Mother Olga 
and the palace of the crown prince 
were destroyed and also, it is feared, 
the tomb of King George.

GEORGIA NOW SEEKS 


THE VALUE OF 2,000,000 
ACRES-IN THE WEST 


Georgia may win the value of approx- 
imately 2,000,000 acres of land in the 
west if a bill recommended for passage 
by the house ways and méans commit- 
tee yesterday becomes law, according 
to a statement concurred in by Gover- 
nor Nat E. Harris and Representative 
Garland M. Jones, of Coweta. Mr. 
Jones drew the bill in accordance with 
the governor's request. 

The executive message upon which 
the bill is based, sets forth that a 
movement is under way by some of the 
older states to procure from the fed- 
eral government allotments of lands 
from the public domain to equalize the 
lands heretofore granted for school 
purposes to the states formed subse- 
sequent to 1803. 

Beginning with the admission of Ohio 
into the union, in 1803, one section of 
every township was reserved to the 
states for the maintenance of public 
schools. Then: in 1853, the act author- 
izing the territory of Oregon doubled 
this land allotment. The states formed 
prior to 1803, including Georgia, shared 
in none of the benefits of these allot- 
ments, and legislation is proposed be- 
fore congress to bring about an equali- 
zation.
